A second look calls attention to an 


old fashioned street lamp perched upon 
a wooden polo, the framework of which 
discloses the identity of the establish- 
ment in the inscription "Town Farm." 
Tlie fine old fashioned building, once a 
tavern, is now the town farm 
of the 


town of Chelmsford, and au inspection 
of the interior shows it to be a mod"l 
institution of its size and kind. TCvcry 
city and town has its poor, a. legacy 
from time immemorial, and every city 
and town must care for its poor, some 
taking- better care of them !han others. 
But for it's name mid the fact that the 
inmates sleep in dormitories 
than Individual bedrooms, one 
mistake the town farm for an ordinary 
private dwelling, for as fiupt.

THE METHODS OF THE SUPPLY DEPARTMENT. 


Some time ago we made the statement, editorially, that the supply 


department should be abolished. ^Ve did so for the reason that the depart- 
ment has not fulfilled the expectations of those who favored it at the ont- 
Etart and because in many cases it has been not only an expense but an 
injury lo the city. 


The supply department has in many cases been called upon to'purchase 


supplies which none but an expert could pass upon with intelligence. Yet 
to the universal knowledge of things assumed by the chief of this depart- 
ment every superintendent of the other municipal deportments must bow, 
and whether he knows oil or nothing of the articles he purchases, the chief's 
judgment and decision on all ,-upplios is the supreme authority. 


The head of the supply department has to purchase for 
the 
water 


department, the street department, ilic buildinfr. school, (ire mid nil other 
departments. 
Kou-. it is clear that it' any one man ^ qualified to decide 


upon the qtmlity of supplies for all these departments, he must be a wonder. 
What training or experience has the present incumbent had to enable him 
to perform .such a ta?k acceptably and for the best interests of the city? 


If Chief MacKenzic would take the heads of departments into IIK con- 


fidence and depend in ,-ome dcp-ee upon their judgment as to the quality of 
supplies where expert knowledge is necessary, the inlciTKlK of the city 
might be better served; but Hint is not his- custom.

The fine old fashioned building, once a 
tavern, is now the town farm of the 
town of Chelmsford, and an inspection 
of the interior shows it to be a model 
institution of its size and kind. Every 
city and town has its poor, a legacy 
from time immemorial, and every city 
and town must care for its poor, some 
taking better care of them than others. 
But for it's name and the fact that tho 
inmates sleep 
in dormitories rather 


than individual bedrooms, one would 
mistake the town farm for an ordinary 
private . dwelling, for as Supt. Waldo 
Hannaford explained to a reporter of 
The Sun who called there a few days 
a.g:o, "We live like one big family arvl 
all are happy and contented."
